Avila  College  offers  graduate  pro- 
grams in  business,  education  and 
psychology.  The  Master  of  Science 
Degree  is  offered  in  Education; 
Exceptionality,  and  in  Psychology: 
Mental  Health  Studies.  The  Master 
of  Business  Administration  Degree 
(MBA)  is  offered  with  concentra- 
tions in  Management  and  Account- 
ing. 

According  to  Sister  Marie 
Georgette,  CSJ,  Chairperson  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psy- 
chology, the  programs  were 
introduced  to  serve  an  expanding 
need.  In  the  education  and  psy- 
chology fields  a Master's  Degree 
gives  professional  status  and  is 
required  for  many  positions.  The 
programs  also  offer  students  the 
opportunity  to  specialize. 

Sister  Paulette  Gladis,  CSJ, 
Chairperson  of  the  Department  of 
Business  and  Economics,  noted  that 
students  with  a variety  of  Bachelor 


Degrees  (Art,  English,  Psychology, 
etc.)  have  entered  the  MBA  pro- 
gram. The  MBA  is  a major  factor  in 
providing  the  background  needed 
to  advance  in  administrative  and 
management  positions. 

Avila's  programs  are  geared  to 
individual  needs.  The  Education 
and  Psychology  programs  incor- 
porate past  experience  with 
independent  study  possibilities  and 
the  MBA  has  flexibility  with  the 
concentrations.  All  the  classes  are 
scheduled  in  the  evening  to  ac- 
commodate people  who  want  to 
further  their  education  while 
continuing  a career. 

The  faculty  in  the  programs 
are  qualified  and  experienced, 
doctoral  level  professors. 

Seventy-five  students  are  enrolled 
this  fall  and  the  first  Master's 
Degrees  will  be  granted  in  August 
and  December,  1979.
